OMSK, Siberia, June 6.—James 
attern, Texas airman on a solo 


flight around the world, landed 
here at 1:35 p. m. today (5:35 a. m. 


Eastern standard time) from Mos | 


cow. 

Omsk iz 1450 miles from Moscow. 
Mattern left the Soviet capital at 
1:14 a.m. His time for this leg of 
his journey was 12 hours and 21 
minutes, an average of about 120 
miles an hour. 

The distance from New York to 

msk is 6350 miles. The flyer’s 
time from New York is 73 hours 
and 15 minutes. 

Head winds were strong between 
Moscow and Omsk, retarding his 
speed, but Mattern knew about 
them before he left the Soviet cap- 
ital. He started out knowing that 
he was running into generally un- 
settled and cloudy weather, com- 
plicated by winds. 

The flyer’s plane, the red, white 
and blue Century of Progress, was 
in good condition, but Mattern him- 
self decided he needed rest. As soon 
as he saw that his machine had 
been properly inspected and taken 
care of he went to bed, announcing 
he would continue the flight tomor- 
row morning. 

Beyond Omsk he will have very 
slight head winds, clear weather 
and good visibility, according to the 

feather Bureau. forecast. 

Post and Gatty, Americans, in 
their record flight around the 
world, passed over Omsk 74 hours 
and 9 minutes after they left New 
York. They left Moscow June 25, 
1931, and after nine hours’ flying 
passed over Omsk and continued 
on to Novo-Sibirsk. This hop took 
them 10% hours to make and they 
rested at Novo-Sibirsk for only six 
hours before continuing on to Ir- 
kutsk. 

Omsk is the first important city 
east of the Ural Mountains, the di- 
viding line between Europe aad 
Asia. It is in the midst of a tree- 
less steppe, on the right bank of 
the Irtysh River at its confluence 
with the Om.

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 6. — Jack 
William Mitchell, 20-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. B. Mitchell, 3512 
Connecticut street, St. Louis, was 
killed in an automobile accident one 
and three-fourths miles east of here 
on United States Highway No. 40 
shortly after last midnight. Mitchell 
completed his freshman year at 
Missouri University last week. 

His cousin, Leo. Tritschler, 
3249 Hartford street, St. Louis, 
driver of the car in which Mitchell 
was killed, and who was to have 
been graduated from Washington 
University today at St. Louis, snuf- 
fered minor hurts, including lacera- 
tiong on one arm and on his head.

Delegation of . Socialist Demands 
Funds for “Bread and 
Rent.” ; 

NEW YORK, June 6. — Three 
thousand Socialists, Communists 
and unaffiliated unemployed parti- 
cipated in competitive “bread and 
rent” marches on City Hall today. 
There was.some confusion because 
the parades, although originating 
at different points, converged. on 
the park almost simultaneously. 

The crowds milled about listen- 
ing to each other’s orators and 
then headed toward the hall. One 
hundred foot and mounted police 
barring the entrance didn’t help 
much to segregate the masses. 

Finally, a Socialist committee 
headed by Norman Thomas entered 
to lay demands before the Board 
of Estimate. They asked for funds 
for “bread and rent.” The Social- 
ists organized the march and in- 
vited the Communists to join—pro- 
vided they would not exploit their 
political views. The Communists 
declined to co-operate and then put 


on their own march. There was lit-

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Presi- 
dent Rooosevelt signed an executive 
order today fixing new and higher 
levels of compensation for service- 
connected disabilities of veterans 
than were originally proposed in the 
tentative regulations issued under 
the economy act. 


Roosevelt speeded the modified 
regulations into effect as the result 
of activities on Capitol Hill toward 
limiting the reductions in veterans’ 
allowances he might impose. 

The regulations provide for an 
average reduction in service-cor- 
nected cases of approximately 18 
per cent. 

No service-connected disability 
will be reduced by more than 25 
per cent, the limit voted by the 
Senate. 

The modified regulations apply 
both to World War veterans and to 
Spanish War veterans with directly 
connected disabilities and to peace 
time veterans who have incurred 
disabilities while with an expedi- 
tionary force in line of duty. 

White House Announcement. 

The following announcement was 
made at the White House: 

Important changes were made 
today by the President in regu- 
lations having to do with com- 
pensation allowances for Vet- 
erans of the World War and the 
Spanish American War. These 
changes were approved hy the 
President by an executive order 
which is signed. . 

The object of the changes made 
was to reduce the severity of cuts 
originally proposed under the 
so called economy bill passed by 
the Congress to maintain the 
credit of the United States. 

The new regulation set forth 
in the executive order were made 
possible by the President’s orig- 
inal direction that the tentative 
regulations be carefully reviewed 
and amended to specifically pre- 
vent cuts in compensation of 
service-connected Veterans which 
would be deeper than was in- 
tended and to effect more equit- 
able levels of payment. 

Under the new regulations, no 
directly service-connected veteran 
will be reduced in payment by 
more than 25 per cent. The av- 
erage reduction will approximate 
18 per cent. This regulation ap- 
plies not only to World War vet- 
erans, but to Spanish-American 
War veterans with direct con- 
nected disabilities and to peace 
time veterans who have incurred 
a disability while with an expedi- 
tionary force engaged in a cam- 
paign or expedition such as Nica- 
ragua, China, Russia or Haiti, 
who have incurred injuries or dis- 
ease in ilne of duty. 

Under this regulation, the ser- 
vice-connected Spanish-American 
War veterans and some of the 
peace time veterans will receive 
payments substantially in excess 
of those which they were receiv- 
ing prior to the passage of the 
economy act. 

With respect to World War vet- 
erana, this regulation increases 
the payments to those suffering 
from specific injuries, such as 
$150 a month for those who have 
lost both hands or both feet or one 
hand or one foot or in any case 
where the person is so helpless as 
to be in need of regular aid or 
attendant, and, in addition, in the 
case of the more severely injured, 
the President’s new regulations 
increase the allowance from $150 
per month to $175 per month. 

In the case of the Spanish- 
American War veterans over 62 
years of age and who have 
served 90 days or more, even 
though ‘they may be _ suffering 
from non-service ‘connected disa- 
bilities, rates are increased from 
$6 to $15 a month and in the case 
of either Spanish-American War 
or World War veterans who are 
permanently and totally disabled 
the rate is increased from $20 to 
$30 a month. 

The new regulations also lib- 
eralize allowances pertaining te 
burial and funeral expenses to 
veterans; provide that pension 
shall continue to be payable to 
children of deceased veterans up 
to the age of 18 years and, in the 
event of a child being in an ap- 
proved school) or college, the pen- 
sion may continue for an addi- 
tional period until the completion 
of the course, but not beyond the 
age of 21 years. 

The original segulations only 
authorize payment of pensions up 
to 16 years in such cases. This 
regulation also includes a provi- 
sion exempting from the prohibi- 
tion against. payment of pensions 
to Federal employes, the widows 
of deceased veterans, and those 
veterans whose, pay is $50 per 
month or less. __

Committee Unanimously

ARGUMENT CLINCHED 
BY THE HOT WEATHER 


City Legislators Show No; 
Disposition to Discuss 
the Matter at Sweltering 
Session of Group. 


The Public Welfare Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen this after- 
noon voted to kil] the daylight sav- 
ing bill, which has been opposed by 
labor unions, the Municipal Opera 
organization and movie theater 
interests. 

After sweltering through a humid 
night and morning, the five mem- 
bers of the committee present when 
the meeting was called, showed no 


disposition to discuss the merits of 
daylight saving. 

Action was brief and to the point. 
Alderman John P. Collins, chair- 
man of the committee, inquired: 
“What are we going to do with this 
bill?” Alderman Ralph Eilers, who 
had opposed daylight saving all 
along, moved that the committee 
recommend the filing of the bill 
when it reaches the floor of the 
Board of Aldermen on Thursday. 
Collins called for a vote, and the 
result was unanimous. Alderman 
Hoeflinger, late in arriving, con- 
curred. Alderman Brinkman was 
not present. 

The Conflicting Interests. 

At a public hearing May 29 for- 
mer Mayor Kiel told the members 
of the Public Welfare Committee 
that moving the clock ahead an 
hour under daylight saving would 
interfere seriously with the future 
of the Municipal Opera. Represen- 
tatives of movie houses said the 
Measure would mean that they 
would have to go out of business. 

The Chamber of Commerce and 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, as 
well as several individuals, support- 
ed the bill on the ground that it 
would place St. Louis on the same 
time basis with other large cities, 
and that, through establishing an 
early business closing hour it was 
conducive to outdoor sports and 
better health. 

Labor leaders today pointed to 
last night’s Weather condition as 
an example of why they oppose 
daylight saving. 

Charlies J. Eisenring, president of 
the Building Trades Council, said: 
“We have opposed this measure be- 
cause it is too hot to retire early at 
night in St. Louis during the sum- 
mer. Daylight saving takes away 
a beneficial hour of sleep in the 
early morning.”, 

Those Who Would Be Hurt. 

, Daniel J. Murphy, former presi- 
dent of the Central Trades & Labor 
Union and business agent for the 
Teamsters’ Union, explained that 
daylight saving was especially ob- 
jectionable to those forced by the 
nature of their empf®yment to rise 
early. Murphy mentioned the street 
car men, bread and milk wagoa 
drivers and several other classifica- 
tions of early risers. 

Daylight saving bills have heen 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men here for the last several years, 
and have always met defeat, due 
to organized opposition. The pres- 
ent bill was introduced by Alder- 


man Genteman (Dem.), First

CHICAGO, June 6.—Repéalists 
won a 4to-1 victory in the Illinois 
election on the eighteenth amend- 
ment yesterday. With 6505 of the 
State’s 7249 precincts reported, the 
vote stood: 1,105,695 for repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment; 294,784 


against. 
Thus Illinois joined with Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, Rhode Island, Del- 


aware, New Jersey, New York, Ne- 
vada and Wyoming and became the 
ninth State to express disapproval 
of prohibition. The tenth State to 
take action, Indiana, is voting to- 
day. 

In Illinois, both the Democratic 
and the Republican parties backed 
the slate of 50 repeal-pledged candi- 
dates for delegates to the State con- 
vention at Springfield, July 10. The 
fight was waged on a non-partisan 
basis. 

Cook County was largely instru- 
mental in supplying the repealists 
with their big lead, but down-state 
contributed to the total by voting 
about two to one for repeal. 

A total of 3122 precincts out of 
3696 outside of Chicago showed 
443,053 for repeal and , 226,464 
against. 

In Cook County 3383 precincts 
out of 3553 gave 662,642 for repeal 
and 68,320 against. 

Evanston, home of Frances Wil- 
lard, long president of the W. C. 
T. U., whose residence is W. C. F. U. 
national headquarters, voted for re- 
peal. The vote in 42 of the 53 pre- 
cincts was: For repeal, 8831; 2875 
against. 

Long before national prohibition 
Evanston was dry under local op- 
tion and under the charter of 
Northwestern University, which 
forbids the sale of liquor within 
four miles of the college campus. 

“We didn’t expect any such ma- 
jority,” said Ira Reeves, head of 
the western division of the Crusad- 
ers. “People have at last realized 
there isn’t any ‘prohibition Santa 
Claus and there is no short cut to 
temperance.” ~* 

The W. C. T. U. said that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s “popularity is re- 
sponsible for the repeal enthusiasm, 
but we believe the administration 
will regret its policy before this 
fight is over. We are sorry Illinois 
goes wet.”

W. B. DODDRIDGE DIES AT 84 


General Manager of Missouri Pa- 
cific from 1893 to 1900. 

William B. Doddridge, who was 
general manager of the Missouri 
Pacific railroad from 1893 to 1900, 
died today in Birmingham, Ala., ac- 
cording to a telegram received by 
James M. Breckenridge, St. Louis 
lawyer, a relative, from Mrs. Dodd- 
ridge. 

Mr. Doddridge was 84 years old 
and began his railroad career as a 
telegrapher in Ohio in the Civil 
War period. He was a division 
superintendent of the Union Pacific 
and Missouri Pacific and general 
manager of the Cotton Belt, with 
offices in St. Louis, before taking 
charge of the Missouri Pacific, 
then under control of the Gould 
family. He engaged in business in 
Kansas after leaving railroad work 
and several-years ago removed to 
Birmingham. He was twice mar- 
yied and is survived by his widow 
and two grandchildren, the chil- 
dren of a deceased son by his first 
marriage. Burial will be in Bir- 
mingham tomorrow.

Gives Returns to Daughter. 

Last night, after listening to re- 
turns from the counties in the dis- 
trict for two hours, Judge Farth- 
ing called up his daughter, Sarah 
Mary, at Illinois College for Wom- 
én at Jacksonville, and gave her 
the returns, coufity by county, re- 
peating from memory the figures 
he had heard. 

A tall, rangy man, Judge Farth- 
ing has met other attornéys on 
their own ground without asking 
favors since he went into practice 
in 1913 after graduation from the 
University of Illinois. : 

He was blinded when still in 

school by a playmate who 
accidentally shot him in the face 
with a shotgun. At that time the 
Farthing family lived in Odin, Mar- 
ion County, Where young Farth- 
ing’s father was a lawyer and four 
times State’s Attorney. 

Attended School for Blind. 

As soon as the lad had recovered 
from his injury and physicians had 
determined that he would never see 
again, he was sent to the State 
School for the Blind in Jackson- 
ville, where he learned to read 
Braille. 

He was graduated from the high 
school course at Jacksonville in 
1904. Fully confident of his ability 
to compete with men who had 
sight, he entered McKendree Col- 
lege at Lebanon, in 1905, with his 
brother, Chester, youngest of ths 
Farthings’ four daughters and 
three sons. 

Together they went through the 
college course, Chester reading 
aloud from textbooks and Peau! 
summarizing them on his type- 
writer. They were . graduated in 
1909 and in the fall of that year 
entered the law school of the State 
University. For their first year 
Paul worked as a steward in a din- 
ing hall to pay his board, and Ches- 
ter worked as a waiter. Aft the eni 
of the first year, however, they won 
scholarships for tne balance of 
their courses and thus were able to 
devote more time to their school 
work. 

In the fall of 1913, a few months 
after graduation, they opened law 
offices with Martin F. Oehmke in 
East St. Louis. The firm’s gross 
income for its first year was $400. 
By the middle of the second year 
business was picking up,-however, 
and Paul married Miss Harriet 
Gartrigues of Trenton, Ill, a 
schoolmate at McKendree. 

Partners Went to War. 

During the World War Chester 
Farthing and Oehmke left the firm 
to enter the service and Paul 
went ahead with the practice of 
law alone until 1919 when Chester 
returned and a new firm was or- 
ganized with John L. Boyles as the 
third partner. : 

Boyles left the firm in 1922 to 
move to Chicago and the brothers 
have practiced since as Farthing & 
Farthing. In 1924 Paul made an 
active campaign for election to the 
Supreme Court, but was unable to 
overcome the heavy Republican 
majority then existing in the First 
District. In that year, however, he 
was appointed Mastery of Chancery 
in the East St. Louis City Court. 
He was elected County Judge in 
1930 for a four-year term. 

Judge Farthing uses busses and 
street cars unaided, doés chores 
around his home, likes to go to 
baseball games, plays cards with a 
deck marked in Braille—but skips 
his own deals. He and Mrs. Farth- 
ing have three children. 


Speedy ‘Approval Predicted 
as Result of Committee’s 
Action in Restoring the 
License Clause. 


By the Associated Press. 

"WASHINGTON, June 6.— Swift 
Senate passage of the Administra- 
tion’s Industrial Control - Public 
Works measure was predicted to- 
day by leaders following the Fi- 
nance Committee's action in restor- 
ing authority to the President to 
license recalcitrant manufacturing 
establishnierits. 

This power, which had been elim- 
inated from the bill previously by 
the Senate Committee, was restored 
late yesterday. It is intended to 
compel concerns that refusé to fol- 
low the majority of their industry 
to fall in line. 

Meanwhile, the formal report by 
Chairman Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 
sipp!, disclosed today that a modi- 
fication of the licensing provision 
was approved to make it effective 
ohly if the President “finds that 
destructive wage or price cutting” 
is being practiced in any geograph- 
ical aréa or subdivision of a trade 
or industry. 

The bill, to be taken up by the 
Senate tomorrow, was further re- 
vised to provide that no employe 
shall be required as a condition 
to employment to refrain from 
organizing or assisting a labor 
organization of his own choosing. 
The House bill is limited to re 
frairiing from “joining a labor or- 
ganization of his own choosing.” 

To avoid any conflicts in admin- 
istering the industrial program and 
the agricultural adjustment act, the 
committee authorized the Presi- 
dent in. his discretion to delegate 
any of his functions and powers 
to the Secretary of Agriculture re- 
garding trades or industries en- 
gaged in handling farm products. 

Another provision was inserted 
to “insure the payment of adequate 
wages on work performed under 
Government contract” by requiring 
minimum wage rates in the con- 
tracts to be “pre-determined by the 
awarding authorities.” The wages 
so fixed could be revised by the 
awarding official if changed con- 
ditions justified. 

Just a little earlier yesterday the 
committee had thrown aside the 
House tax proposals in the bill and 
substituted the Harrison plan in a 
vote which in effect was a de- 
cision to increase the taxes on in- 
dustry rather than those of the 
person of small incomes. The Har- 
rison plan calls for corporation net 
worth and dividend taxes to fi- 
nance the $3,300,000,000 worth of 
public works provided in the bill. 

The licensing provision eliminat- 
ed by a vote of 12 to 7 last week 
by the committee was restvred, 12 
to 6, after five Democrats switched 
their position and voted to put it 
back. 

The five Democrats who voted 
for the licensing section after op- 
posing it last week, were King, 
Connally, Bailey, Clark and Mc- 
Adoo. Joining them for restora- 
tion were George, Walsh, Barkley, 
Costigan, Lonergan and Harrison, 
Democrats, and La Follette, Repub- 
lican. Voting against it were Byrd, 
Democrat, and the following Re 
publicans: Reed, Keyes, Metcalf, 
Hastings and Walcott. 

The committee, before finally ap- 
proving the bill, also restored the 
penalty of $500 for each violation 
of any code agreemént entered into 
by industries. 

Once the industrial bill is passed, 
virtually all the .Roosevelt special 
session programs will be éither on 
the law books or in the conference 
stage. There will remain the new 
tariff legislation which, if submit- 
ted by the President, will be put 
before Congress after everything 
else is out of the road. The arms 
embargo authority has not been put 
through the Senate but the admin- 
istration may let it slide until next 
session. :

The seventy-second commence 
ment exercises of Washington Uni- 
versity, held in the Field House on 
the campus this morning, were 
made a memorial to the late Robert 
S. Brookings, outstanding benefac- 
tor of the university. 

Degrees -and diplomas were 
awarded 674 young men and wom- 
en. The ceremonies were started 
with an academic procession across 
the campus, with the graduates and 
faculties in cap and gown, hoods 
in colors denoting the various aca- 
demic~honor. 

An honorary degree of doctor of 
laws was awarded Dr. Harold G. 
Moulton, president of Brookings 
Institution, Washington, which Mr. 
Brookings founded for study of 
government and economics. Dr. 
Moulton, chosen as the sole recip- 
fent of an honorary degree this 
year as part of the plan to com- 
memorate the educational achieve- 
ments of Brookings, formerly was 
professor of economics at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago.

ered the commencement address, 
which was entitled simply, “Roh- 
ert S. Brookings.” Nagel, who was 
graduated from Washington in 
1872, is a lawyer, and was in Presi- 
dent Taft's Cabinet. He served for 
a time as president of the corpora- 
tion, a position held by Brookings 
from 1895 until he became presi- 
dent emeritus in 1928. Brookings, 
who gave an estimated total of $5.- 
000,000 to Washington, and devoted 
half his long life to the upbuild- 
ing, died last Nov. 15. 

Nagel traced Brookings’ work 
in the enlargement and educational 
advance of the university. He told 
how the philanthropist had with- 
drawn from business, in which he 
had become wealthy, to devote him- 
self to.this cause. Emphasis was 
placed by the speaker on the es- 
tablishment of the medical schoo! 
in the ranking- position it now 
holds and the personal part of 
Brookings in this undertaking. 
“We may ask.” Nagel _§ said, 
“whether in the history of our 
country there ever was a man who 
had made a great success in busi- 
ness, who had withdrawn for the 
purpose of serving é¢ducational! in- 
terests, and who finally succeeded 
in pursuing an inquiry into so in- 
tricate a branch as medical sci-' 
ence and its teaching, with a suc- 
cess equal to his. He studied the 
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institutions of our country and then 
went abroad for nearly a year to 
study them there. He returned 
with a fully developed plan, to in- 


stall in our university a medical 


\department equal to any medical | 


institution in this country. 
Mastered His Subject. 


“Here lies his distinction. We 
are told that so ¢ompletely had he 
mastered the subject that medical | 
men from this epuntry and abroad | 
listened with Intérest and profit to 
the development of his plans. When 
finally those ins were laid before 
us they were panied with the 
provision for their execution.

Young Women of Three 
Corporate Colleges March 
in Procession—Dean S. 
K. Wilson Speaks. 


Degrees were awarded to 640 
graduates today at the hundred and 
fifteenth annual commencement ex- 


ercises of St. Louis University, heid 
in the gymnasium at 3672 West 
Pine boulevard. 

The graduates, among them 
young women of the University's 
corporate colleges, Webster, Font- 
bonne amd Maryville, marched in 
academic procession to the gym- 
nasium from \the administration 
building on Grand boulevard. Their 
route was west in Lindell boulevard 
to Spring avenue, south to West 
Pine, and east to the gymnasium. 

The Rev. Robert 8S. Johnston 8. 
J., president of the University, pre- 
sided and made the opening ad- 
dress. The commencement speech 
was by the Rev. Samuel K. Wilson, 
S. J., dean of the Graduate School 
of Loyola University, Chicago. 

Opposes Federal Trend. 

Father Wilson spoke of the 
growing centralization of power in 
the Federal Government as a men- 
ace to American institutions and 
urged the students through their 
exercise of suffrage to arrest it. 

“Communism may never be ac- 
cepted by the American people,” 
he declared, “but every degree of 
centralization of power in.a large 
country abridges local liberty and 
renders the entrance of Commun- 
ism that degree easier. 

“If we wish to regain political 
liberty we must halt the encroach- 
ments of centralization now inso- 
lent in its pretext of economic 
necessity. The honorable man pre- 
fers to be poor and free rather 
than rich and in slavery.” 

To offset this centralization he 
proposed the formation of city- 
states, including metropolitan areas 
of similar economic interests and 
where necessary, as in the case of 
St. Louis, running over existing 
state lines. Thirteen or 15 such 
city-states, he said, might be 
formed. 

Neutralizing Backward States. 

An important function of these 
city-states, Father Wilson said, 
would be to neutralize the power 
of “backward” states, which now 
possess “too large a share of na- 
tional power precisely because they 
are backward.” The plan would 
also result in economies of admin- 
istration, he said, in emphasizing 
civic pride, and in influencing the 
older national-minded states. 

Just as the old frontier states 
“insensibly impelied more artisto- 
cratic states to accept universal 
manhood suffrage,” he said, the new 


city-states might work for reduc- 
tion of the power of the Federal 
Government. 

Government, Father Wilson de- 
clared, has become arbitrary, costly 


and corrupt, because citizens have 
lost interest in it. “As our political 
rights multiplied,” he said, “they 
became increasingly national and 
remote, and increasingly got out 
of the individual citizen's control. 
Thus in our impotence to control 
national politics we lost interest in 
local politics.” 

Honorary degrees were conferred 
upon Prof. Joseph D. Elliff of the 
University of Missouri and Dr. Ed- 
ward A. Fitzpatrick, dean of the 
Graduate School, Marquette Uni- 
versity. To Prof. Elliff the degree 
of doctor of laws was awarded, to 
Dr. Fitzpatrick, that of doctor of 
literature. 

These were the first honorary 
degrees awarded by St. Louis Uni- 
versity since the late Marshal Foch 
of France was presented with a 
degree 15 years ago. The award 
to Prof. Elliff is unusual in htat 
it is given by a Catholic university 
to a Protestant member of the 
faculty of a State institution. Prof. 
Elliff is inspector of secondary 
schools for the State Department 
of Education and for the North 
Central Association, as well as for 
the State university. He is credited 
with ‘being largely responsible for 
the improvement of school stan- 
dards in Missouri during the past 
25 years. 

The election of 15 students to 
Alpha Sigma Nu, national honor- 
ary fraternity for Jesuit colleges, 
was announced. Twelve nominated 
by the deans of the various schools 
and appointed by the president 
were: — L. Griesedieck and 
Charles D. Huber of tHe College of 
Arts and Sciencies; Eugene B. Col- 
lins and Ralph M. Nolan of the 
School of Commerce and Finance; 
Ernest J. Fedor and Richard B. 
Lichnovsy of the School,of Dentis- 
try; Paul M. Weisner and David F. 
Monahan of the School of Law;

SENATE AMEN 
MORTGAGE BILL 


Measure Provides $2,000 
000,000 Fund Which Can 
Be Used to Ease Debt 
Burden of Owners. 


| By the Asscciated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June .6. — The 
administration’s $2,000,000,000 emer- 
gency home mortgage bill was 
passed by the Senate yesterday 
without a record vote. It already 
has passed the House, but will go 
to conference for adjustment of 
differences. 

Several amendments were made 

by the Senate. 
One puts within scope of the bill 
homes valued up to $25,000, instead 
of limiting aid to those worth $15,- 
000 or less, as provided by the 
House, and $10,000 as recommended 
by President Roosevelt. 

Another was a stipulation that 
an interest rate of 6 per cent be 
charged on cash advances from the 
projected home owners’ loan corpo- 
ration, to be made only when the 
home owner could not obtain credit 
from ordinary lending agencies. 

Operations of Corporation. ~ 

The corporation, which would be 
capitalized for $200,000,000 and have 
power to issue bonds for two billion 
dollars, would be authorized for 
three years to ease — bur 
dens as follows: 

Exchange its. —— 4 per 
cent interest guaranteed bonds for 
the mortgages. 

Make cash advances of not to 
exceed 50 per cent of the value of 
the property if the home owner 
could not obtain loans from other 


sources. 


Provide for a three-year mora- 
torium to the home owner before 
he would begin paying. 

Any mark down in the face value 
of the obligations would be passed 
along to the home owner. The 
home owner would amortize his 
debt to the corporation, represent- 
ed by the mortgage for which the 
corporation exchanged its bonds 
over a 15-year period at 5 per cent. 

Agent for Each State. 

A clause approved by both the 
House and Senate Banking Com- 
mittees, repealing the section of the 
existing Home Loan Bank law that 
provides for direct loans to home 
owners, was eliminated by the Sen- 
ate. 

This was done at the request of 
Senator Bratton (Dem.), New Mex- 
ico, who said that building and loan 
associations could borrow from the 
Government at low interest rates 
and lend to home owners at higher 
rates. 

An amendment was added by Sen- 
ator Dill (Dem.), Washington, to 
provide that the President should 
appoint one home loan agent for 
each state, to be confirmed by the 
Senate. He said this would tend 


.to retain control of the emergency 


work in Washington. 

The bill provides for setting up 
Federal savings and loans associa- 
tions, to lend to home owners, with 
authority for the Treasury to sub- 
scribe to $100,000,000 in stocks, with 
each association’s share limited to 
$100,000. 

These associations would be set 
up where there are no such facili- 
ties or where existing peer were 
inadequate.

Ago Gets Award at Wash- 
| ington U. 


Hyman Morris Feldman, who, as 
an immigrant boy 12.years ago was 
earning $8 a week asa tallof's as- 
sistant, and who failed in algebra 
the first quarter at Central High 
School, today received his Doctor 
of Philosophy degree in mathemat- 
ics from Washington University. 
It was the first such award there 
in more than 40 years. 

Feldman haz worked his way 
through school and college by vir- 
tue of odd jobs and scholarships 
and is distinguished chiefly. from 
the mass of contemporary students 
who are doing the same thing in 
that he has gone through to a 
doctor’s degree and that he has 
never had his eye out for tye “prac- 
tical results” of his education. 

Basically h2 is back where he 
was when he landed in St. Louis 
in 1921, penniless and unable to 
speak English. Now he can express 
himself better in English than in 
Yiddish but he is again looking for 
a job. He hopes to get one téach- 
ing in a university. He would also 
like to go on studying. “But,” he 
says, “even Ttinstein couldn't study 
mathematics on an empty stom- 
ach.” 

He has been interested and de- 
lighted with figures ever since his 
boyhood when he learned to scrib- 
ble Arabic numerals long before he 
could trace the Yiddish characters. 
That was in the smal! and dingy 
tailor shop and home of his father 
in Pinsk, Poland, which before the 
war was under Russian sovereign- 
ty The war took his father into 
the Russian army and virtually 
ended the tailoring business. 

Feldman made no attempt to 
keep it up, for he loathed even a 
tailor’s shears. “We were just starv- 
ing a little bit,” he says of those 
days. But in St. Louis he had to 
take up tailoring again. 

He graduated from Central High 
School in three years, got a schol- 
arship from the Council of Jewish 
Women for his undergraduate years 
at Washington and since then has 
completed three years of graduate 
work on scholarships and fellow- 
ships given him by the university. 
Summer work in clothing factories 
and part-time tutoring of back- 
ward children has helped him 
through financially. 

Now he has written a thesis on 
“Product ‘Moments of Samples 
Drawn From a Set of Infinite Pop- 
ulations” which probably would be 
difficult for his father, who has re- 
turned to tailoring, or his shoe- 
maker brother to understand. It 
has to do with mathematical statis- 
tics, he explained, but one must be 
way beyond calculus to get even a 
remote idea of what it means, he 
says.

Patrol.

RISON, Ark., June 6.—A band .of 
wetween five and seven heavily 
armed men who, Sheriff Roy Mor- 
rison said, he believed were flee 
ing Kansas convicts, were thwart- 
ed in an attempt at robberies here 
today after «he early morning kid- 
naping of the night watchman. 

Lights were turned on. and an 
armed guard of citizens patrolied 
the streets after the alarm was giv- 
en that Deputy Sheriff W. A: Fore, 
night watchman, and J. R: Perkins 
and Sam Rogers, a Negro, had been 
kidnaped by three armed men from 
in front of Harry Thomasson's ‘mer- 
chandise store about 1 a. m. 

Thomasson, wakened by Perkins 
and Rodgers who had come to de- 
liver a-load of hay from Stuttgart, 
witnessed the kidnaping of the men 
when he got up to meet Perkins, 
and heard them tell Fore they 
would return to “loot five or six 
safes.” Their car bore an Oklahoma 
license, 

Thomasson immediately notified 
Sheriff Morrison, who ordered the 
town’s lights turned on and assem- 
bled a citizens’ patrol. 

Fore, Perkins and the Negro 
were released on the Rison-Pine 
Bluff highway about two hours la- 
ter when the gang traveling in two 
automobiles spotted a carload of 
officers from Pine Bluff. The Pine 
Bluff officers picked up Fore and 
his companions and gave chase, but 
were out-distanced. 

Fore said the three men who took 
him and the two others captive 
drove them to a wooded spot about 
three miles froz:1 Rison where théy 
met another car in which three or 
four men armed with shawed-off 
shotguns sat. Leaving the captive 
trio under the guard of one man, 
the five or six other members of 
the gang piled into two automobiles 
and headed back to Rison. fn 
about half hour or more, Fore said, 
they returned, their looting plans 
evidently thwarted by the presence 
of the armed guard. 

Fore and his companions were or- 
dered into one of the cars which 
contained, Fore said, a collection of 
safe-cracking tools. Both cars then 
headed towarc Pine Bluff. As the 
cars reached a point about five 
miles south of that cit} they passed 
the automobile in which Pine Bluff 
officers were responding to an 
alarm sent out by Sheriff Morrison 
that the gang was headed north to- 
ward Pine Bluff. 

The gang stopped for a moment, 
and released Fore and his compan- 
ions with an apology for having 
taken Fore so far from his post. 


Turning around, the Pine Bluff offi- | 


cers picked up Fore and the others 
and made a futile attempt to over- 
haul the fleeing gang, but were 
soon out-distanced.

No. 1—The Forehand Drive 


By IKE MACY. 

The purpose of this series of arti- 
cles is to help persons who aré in- 
terested in tennis, but who have 
not had an opportunity to obtain 
instructions in the proper methods 
of play. In this and following arti- 
cles I will endeavor to outline the 
fundamentals of tennis for Post- 
Dispatch readers, and may I point 
out to potential tennis players that 
the instructions should be followed 
out on the courts while still fresh 
in mind to be of most benefit. 

The first point I shall touch upon 


is the forehand drive. ‘The fore- 
hand drive, as most everybody 
knows, is striking the ball on the 
right side, standing sideways to the 
net. Reach out and grasp the 
racket just as if you were shaking 
hands, spreading the fingers well, 
with the face of the racket toward 
the net. Swing the racket head 
back until the arm is straight out 
from the shoulder.’ Then, start 
swinging the racket straight for- 
ward in an even plane, finishing the 
swing with the arm and racket 
pointed out towards the line of 
flight of the ball, keeping the rack- 
et faced into the ball through the 
entire swing, with the arm out- 
stretched but not stiff. 

As you start swinging the racket 
forward, shift the weight to the 
front foot, and turn the should er 
and the body, as you swing, until 
the shoulders are parellel to the 
net. With the medium paced, aver- 
age drive you finish your swing 
about two feet higher than at the 
start. With the fast, “flat” drive 
you swing on an even plane. The 
average player tops his ball too 
much, that is, starting the racket 
below the ball, and swinging up 
and finishing over the top. This 
puts a top spin on the ball, and 
Causes it to take a very abrupt 
drop. Many people use this, think- 
ing it is necessary to make the bel! 
drop in the court, but, with new 
balis, like are used in tournament 
play, the balls are heavy enough to 
drop without putting any spin at 
all on the ball. 

The disadvantage of the top drive 
is that it takes greater accuracy 
and more practice to be able to hit 
the ball in the center of the racket 
because of the fact that in hitting 
a top spin drive you have to swing 
across the line of flight of the ball, 
whereas, in the flat drive (which 
is the drive used by most of the

Granting that the cost of the fuel is not 
the whole cost of the manufacture and 
distribution of electric power, it is ob- 
vious that something is rotten in a sys- 
tem in which the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co., through a virtual monopoly, 
cannot or will not reduce its prices to the 

er to a rate somewhat on a level 
with the actual cost of manufacture. 

Electric rates in St. Louis to the con- 
sumer should be on the average not more 
than 2 cents per kilowajt hour, with a 
low step of 1 cent per kilowatt, with 
what is known as off-peak rates where 
the same distribution system can be used 
of 5 cent per kilowatt hour. 

Such rates, using Illinois coal as the 
fuel, would not only make possible elec- 
tric cookery, water heating, refrigeration, 
house cooling, but, in certain instances, 
electric home heating. If these rates 
were in effect, homes would be built 
properly insulated, to take advantage of 
electric home heating. This is not a 
dream, but is actualy being done in parts 
of our country and in Switzerland. 

We in St. Louis are paying huge sums 

: each year for inefficient heating of 
ie) homes by coal through the very low ef- 
: ficiency of the ordinary furnace, in de- 
struction to clothes and property from 


smoke and its resulting acids, in injury | 


to health and high power costs of our in- 
. dustries. 

The industries of St. Louis, with low 
power rates, could compete with the 
Eastern markets’ advantages of lower 
costs. This would result in attracting in- 
dustries here, with resulting greater em- 
ployment. Such advantages could be 
given to St. Louis by a privately-owned 
power company, but such vital keys to 


the people and trade area should not be 


left to the whim of men or manipulating 

holding companies, 

For the welfare of all the people, St. 
Louis should own and control its elec- 
tric power company, since it has such a 

~ eontrol over the destiny of the city and 
le. 

The Union Electric properties here in 
St. Louis should be taken over. Their 
condemnation and taking over should be 
possible through a loan from the R. F. 
C., as a self-liquidating project.

Two Men of Honor. 
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|guilty of widespread bloodshed. Russell Porter of 


the New York “Times, after a visit to Cuba, writes 
in Current History: “Under the Machado regime, 
assassination has risen to the dighity of a political 
art.” Whether he acknowledges it to the world or 
not, Machado is sitting on an active volcano, and an 
explosion may come at any moment. 
The United States has a vital interest in the 
Cuban situation, not only through the billion and 
a half dollars which our people have invested there, 
but because the Platt amtiendmént to the Cuban Con- 
stitution calls for this country’s intervention when- 
ever necessary for “the maintenance of a government 
adequate for the protection of life, property and in- 
dividual liberty.” Thus the eyés of all Cuban fac- 
tions are upon the United States. The revolution- 
ists hope they can create sufficient turmoil to bring 
about intervention,.and that they can build a strong 
enough case against Machado so that our Govern- 
ment will oppose him. Machado hopes to portray a 
state of rebellion against law and order so that in- 
tervention, if it comes, will be in his behalf. 
Virtually all reports from Cuba, however, are in- 
dictments of the Machado regime as viciously cruel 
and repressive. William G. Shepherd writes in Col- 
lier’s: “Machado has gone further in cruelty than 
the President of any other Latin American repub- 
lic.” Sumner Welles, our new Ambassador to Cuba, 
is now making an investigation on which this coun- 
try’s policy will be based. It is reliably reported that 
the result will be a polite but firm demand from 
Washington that Machado resign, and that this coun- 
try will supervise a new election to choose his suc- 
cessor. This country has, in effect, guaranteed 
Cuban liberties. Armed intervention should be un- 
necessary, but this country will be fulfilling an 
obligation in letting its wishes be known. 
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“$30 A TON FOR ZINC.” 

Good news from the mines. Zinc ore in the Joplin 
district brought $30 a ton Saturday, the first time 
it has reached that price since October, 1930. Lead 
also got aboard the virtuous spiral, if the nautical 
metaphor is permissible in this far-inland activity, 
climbing to $50 a ton, in carload lots, and would have 
gone higher, it is reported, had it been available in 
large quantities.

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AMERICAN FARM PRODUCTS TO CHINA.

Heart Hurry 


T in term paroxysmal tachycardia 


indicates attacks of rapid heart 

action with periods of normal 
heart action intervening. It is 
equally abrupt in onset and ter- 
mination. 

In paroxysmal tachycardia the 
contractions of the heart may num- 
ber from 150 to 260 per minute. The 
attack may last from a few hours 
to a few days. There are a number 
of cases on record wnere the tachy- 
cardia lasted for months and in 
one case for as long as a year. 

Pain is not common. In a study 
of 380 cases, only 5 per cent report- 
ed severe chest pains. When the 
attack has lasted many hours, and 
when the individual has suffered a 
number of preceding attacks, pain 
is more likely to be associated with 
it. 


The distressing feature of parox- 
ysmal tachycardia is the heart 
hurry, of which the patient is 
acutely aware. Some patients are 
prostrated and exhausted by the 
condition. A small number, how- 
ever, are able to carry on their 
ordinary routines, even when the 
heart rate is as high as 200 con- 
tractions per minute. 

. The causes of paroxysmal tachy- 

cardia are still obscure, yet most 
patients who has suffered several 
attacks are liable to ascribe the 
onset to some specific cause, such 
as prolonged physical effort, quick 
walking after a heavy meal, ex- 
treme bending movements, and 
acute emotional disturbances. 

In a large number of cases of 
paroxysmal tachycardia no other 
discoverable disease of the heart 
can be found. 

Paroxysmal tachycardia is not 
incompatible with long life. Per- 
sons suffering from this condition 
have been known to live to a ripe 
old age, despite the fact that they 
may have had as as 50 or 
more attacks during their lifetime.
